ization Law Discovered by 
Secret Agents of 
Government. 


WAY OPEN TO ANARCHISTS 


Chicago Judge Admits 1,800 
Aliens in One Evening; 
250,000 Illegal ‘Oaths 
In Ohio. 


Tacoma, Wash., Oct. 12.—[Special.]—Start- 
ling violations of the new naturalization law 
at Chicago and elsewhere have been brought 
to light by C. D. C. Vandusen, a special agent 
of the department of justice, who has just 
completed a trip of inspection across the con- 
tinent. 

Mr. Vandusen declares that the provision of 
the new law which prevents any one with 
anarchistic beliefs, inclinations, or tendencies 
from becoming a citizen has in many cases 
been ignored. . 

As a result President Roosevelt, it is said, 
will recommend to congress a radical change 
in the law, so as to limit the right of confer- 
ring naturalization to the federal courts. It 
is understood that the president will favor 
a permanent commission to question the ap- 
plicant for citizenship papers, take other tes- 
timony if necessary, and report the result of 
the examination to the judge. : 

One Chicago judge was found to have ad- 
mitted 1,800 foreigners to full citizenship in 
one evening, an act which would have been 
physically impossible unless the oath were 
administered to the applicants in platoons, 
and the law presumed that it shall be admin- 
istered to each individual separately. 

In Ohio more than 250,000 men were admit- 
ted to citizenship by Probate judges, who 
have no right to administer the oath. Al- 
though these men made application in good 
faith, they are still foreigners under the law. 


Frauds Are Extensive. 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—[ Special. 
Naturalization frauds of gigantic proportions 
have been perpetrated during the last few 
years, the number reaching a quarter of a 
million. The government has been aware of 
the existence of these frauds and fs doing 
all in ite power to put a stop to them. Special 
agents of the department ot justice, secret 
service officers, and other officers of the gov- 
ernment have been engaged for the last two 
years running down those who are gullty. 
C. D. C. Van Duzen, a special agent of the 
department of justice, is one of the officials 
engaged in the investigation.

There is profit for aldermen in the dilaple 
dated condition of the city sidewalks ank 
streets.

Ald. Edward J. Novak will appear as the 
record breaker in this class of business, but 
he will not be found alone. While serving 
the city in the last two years Ald. Novak 
has brought damage suits aggregating in 
amounts over $300,000 and has obtained over 
$8,000 in judgments for his clignts. 


City’s Gain Alderman’s Loss, 


Ald. Novak's experience will prove that 
when an alderman goes out of his way to keep 
the sidewalks of. him ward in good condition 
he is not promoting his own interests—if he 
be an attorney. 

A wise policy for him to pursue would be 
to leave the holes in the sidewalk, wait for 
some one to fall through, and then represent 
the victim in a suit for damages against the 
city. 

This report from the city attorney’s office 
was ordered by Ald. Herrmann, chairman of 
the investigating committee, to ascertain 
who has been responsible for the confession 
of judgments against the city and what ine 
fluences, if any, secured such treatment.

| How Fraud Is Worked. 

Unscrupulous individuals seek immigrants 
who possess a little money and blandly in- 
form them that if they take out naturaliza- 
tion papers they will prosper wonderfully 
and everything be made easy for them. 
These stories are believed by the immi- 
grants, who gladly part with their money 
for fraudulent certificates, a large supply 
of which are always on hand. Judges who 
naturalize aliens on forged papers are vic- 
timized by the fraud and not a party to it. 
The government has determined to break up 
this practice, and is now gathering facts 
which will be instrumental in placing some 
of the guilty ones behind the bars. 


Conspiracy in St. Louis. 

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 12.—{Special. ]—Detatis 
of the greatest fraudulent naturalization 
conspiracies ever unearthed in the country 
are coming to light through the investiga- 
tions of the grand jury now in progress in this 
city. The jury today voted four indictments 
against one police captain for his part in the 
naturalization frauds. 

The basis of the conspiracy is an alleged 
political club, which controls a certain part 
of the police force, and which, through the 
aid of the police, has levied on the vice of the 
city for ite expenses. 

This political club devoted its energies to 
grinding out citizenein the fraud mill. Men 
who dared go before the federal authorities 
to give testimony against the naturalization 
frauds were arrested by the police on 
trumped up charges and intimidated into si- 
lence. 

The club was herding ground for newcom- 
ers in Little Jerusalem. It was here they 
were brought together and drilled. They 
received lessons in clubrooms, so they could 
go into court and swear without fear of 
making mistakes. Many of them never went 
near court, but received their papers through 
the club’s members after they had been 
forg 

Judge Edward F. Dunne said last night that 
he did not believe the charge against Chicago 
judges was just, as it would be impossible to 
naturalize any 1,800 foreigners in one might. 
He said in his opinion the present law was 
sufficiently exacting and honest. 


CITY OF CHICAGO OWNS 
THE COUNTY HOSPITAL. 


Aldermen Surprised to Learn Result of 
Purchase at Tax Sale—Anxious to Re- 


store the Property on Any Terms. | 


The aldermen were more than surprised 
last evening when they learned for the first 
time that the city of Chicago is now the 
owner of the county hospital property. Their 
surprise increased to consternation when it 
was intimated that they probably would have 
to provide for its maintenance unless they 
made a bargain with the county. In their 
terror over the prospect, they hastily author- 
ized the finance committee to get the white 
elephant off their hands on any terms it saw 
fit. 

It seems that two years ago the hospital 
and the grounds surrounding it were sold 
at tax sale to meet a special assesament for 
street improvements of $1,600. To protect 
its interests, as it does in all such cases, the 
city bought it in. It has held the tax title 
ever since, and in a few days it will become 
perfected and the entire title with all its re- 
sponsibilities will be in the city. 

Ald. Mavor, in announcing the situation, 
stated that the county was willag to pay the 
$1,600 with 6 per cent Interest, but was not 
willing to pay the 100 per cent the city could 
claim under the law. The council at once 
told him to let the interest go entirely, just 
go the city did not finally afquire the prop- 
erty. 


PLOT TO CET 88 000 


Blackmailers Threaten Mrs. Or- 
ville Babcock by Phone. 


NAME PLACE TO PUT CASH. 


Police Appealed To and Detectives 
Guard Home Constantly. 


Anonymous letters and a telephone mes- 
sage demanding $5,000 under threats of per- 
sonal injury have been received by Mrs. 
Orville E. Babcock, the daughter of John R. 
Walsh, and yesterday evening the Chicago 
police were asked to run down the plotters. 
Since the first communication was delivered 
to Mrs. Babcock every effort has been made 
by the family to obtain some trace of the 
sender, but no progress has been made. De- 
tectives are now constantly on guard at the 
Winston apartments, Lincoln Park boule- 
vard and Chicago avenue, wh Mr. and 
Mrs. Babcock reside. ‘ 

Two letters were delivered to Mrs. Babcock, 
and she was once summoned to the telephone 
in regard to the attempted blackmail. The 
first communication, dated Sept. 8, was writ- 
ten on plain paper, which was inclosed in a 
sealed envelope and stuck in the ornamental 
ironwork in the passenger elevator in the 
building. The signature under the demand 
was Durma Society.” Mrs. Babcock was 
asked to put the money in §5 bilis in a pack~- 
age which was to be thrown in the weeds in 
a vacant lot near. Jackson boulevard and 
Hamlin avenue. 


Blackmailers Bold; Use Phon 

No attention was paid to the note, and 
another of similar import was received: two 
weeks later. Still the request was not com- 
plied with, in spite of the threats. Them, last 
Saturday, Mrs. Babcock answered the tele- 
phone and was asked why she had done 
nothing in response to the letters. For re- 
ply she hung up the receiver, and yesterday 
the police were called in. 

A plan for trapping the plotters was at 
once formed. A dummy package wae to be 
made up and tossed into the lot at the place 
and time designated. Policemen were to be 
on hand and were to remain on guard until 
some persons appeared to get the bundle, 
when they were to be arrested. But when 
members of the family learned of the scheme 
they vetoed it and it was abandoned. 


“We have run down every clew that we 
have received.“ Mr. Babcock said last night, 
“without accomplishing one single result. 

“The first letter was brought by a small 
girl who thrust it into the iron work around 
the elevator shaft, The second was thrown 
into the hall by some person who was not 


seen. 

“The last word that came to us of the ’ 
matter was received on Saturday over the 
telephone. Mrs. Babcock was summoned to 
the Instrument and some one began an in- 
quiry about those letters.“ 

Chief O'Neill was visited and detectives 
were detailed on the case. After giving up 
the plan of the dummy package, nothing has 
been done except to place detectives on 
watch at the Babcock apartment. Lieut. 
Hanley of the East Chicago avenue station 
arranged a detail of three detectives who 
relieve one another, so that one is always 
at the door of the building. The police be- 
lieve the letters were sent by some mentally 
unsound rather than malicious person. 
They have little hope of arresting the guilty 
ones.

Forger, Haunted by Conscience, 
Comes 1,000 Miles to Confess.

MADE WANDERER BY GUILT. 


Carl Cheney Asks Postal Authorities 
to Make Him a Prisoner. 


Made an outcast by a crime committed in 
May, 1902, and dogged in his wanderings by 
a guilty conscience, Carl Cheney gave him- 
self up to the federal authorities in Chicago 
yesterday afternoon and begged them to send 
him to prison. He had come 1,000 miles 
to confess the theft and forgery of a post- 
office money order, 

The prone in Postoffice Inspector 
Stuart's office rang at 4 o’clock, and Inspect- 
or W. E. Martin, answering it, heard these 
words: 

Is this the place to confess? Is this Col. 
Stuart?“ 

„No,“ answered the inspector, but if you 
have violated the postal laws, come right 
down and confess to me.“ ; 

Martin hung up the receiver, thinking it a 
joke, but an hour later a young man, care- 
worn and tired, walked into the office. 


Confesses His Crime at Last. 

“For a year and a half I have suffered 
torment,” he began.

„ Bighteen months ago I was employed as 
a bookkeeper by Emilio Longhi, the spaghetti 
and fruit dealer at 380 State street. One 
night I lost all my money in a poker game 
at Mushmouth Johnson's. On my way 
home I passed the office. I unlocked the safe 
and took a money order for $11. I hurried 
back to the poker game, signed Longhi’s 
name to the paper, and had it cashed by 
the saloonkeeper. I lost that, too. 

„I thought of suicide, but my nerve failed 
and I fied from the city in a freight car. 


Comes 1,000 Miles to Confess. 

“When I reached New York I could stand 
it no longer. I came back as a tramp and 
told the Twenty-second street ice. They 
sent me here, and this is the first peaceful 
moment I have had for more than a year. 
Send me to prison.”

Longhi declared he did not wish to prosecute 
and the inspectors released the man, who 
will return to Longhi’s employ and work to 
pay the debt.

Members of Dawes Commission 
Involved in Charges. 


SOME MAY LOSE POSITIONS. 


Tams Bixby in Washington to Explain 
Interest in Land Deals. 


Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—[Special.]— 
Every member of the Dawes Indian commis- 
sion is involved in fraud charges, the in- 
vestigation of which will be taken up here 
tomorrow, and there are indications that 
involuntary retirement will be the fate of 
some of the commissioners. 

Tams Bixby, chairman of the Dawes com- 
mission, summoned by telegraph, will ap- 
pear tomorrow before Secretary of the In- 
terior Hitchcock for a conference regard- 
ing the grave accusations that the Indians 
have been swindled in land deals. It is pre- 
dicted that some pointed questions will be 
propounded to Mr. Bixby. 


Connected with Corporations. 

One point Mr. Bixby will be called upon 
to explain is his connection with several cor- 
porations which are engaged in the leasing 
and purchasing of lands from the Indians, 

Mr. Bixby is president of the Canadian 
Valley Trust company of Muskegee, i. T., 
and is a director of the Muskegee Title and 
Trust company of Muskegee, I. T. The latter 
corporation loans money upon real estate, 
personal property, and other securities. it 
also buys, sells, and leases real estate, chielly 
in Indian territory. 


. Has Duty to the Indians. 

As chairman of the Dawes commission, it 
is Mr. Bixby's duty to superintend a fair and 
impartial allotment of. the lands in Indian 
territory. 

Secretary Hitchcock looks with disfavor 
upon the connection of government officials 
with corporations which deal in Indian lands, 

Mr. Hitchcock already has dismissed a 
number of officials because of such transac- 


tions, and has notified others that they must 


sever their connection with the land com- 
panies or relinquish their government posi- 
tions. 

The charges under investigation have been 
filed by friends of the Indians, and ‘they are 
to the effect that interested persons have in- 
duced them to dispose of their lands for less 
than their values, and that other financial 
wrongs have been done the red men.

No Evidence of Ceremony Edith

According to her assertion, the woman was 
married to Mr. Kohn at Lake Beulah, Wis., 
on May 17. Examination of records at Lake 
Beulah yesterday, however, showed no evi- 
dence of such a ceremony. As she says she 


| has known Kohn little more than a year, 
friends of the young man do not believe she 


will claim a common law marriage. They 
are awaiting the time when she will disclose 
the nature of the documents she says she 
holds. 

The body of Mr. Kohn, in charge of the 
negro nurse, Philip Jones, who went to the 


Chicago next Thursday. 

According to San Francisco reports, the 
woman took possession of personal property 
valued at nearly $3.000 as soon as Mr. Kohn 
died, asserting the right as his widow. 

“Dot” Thurman was the woman whose 
name figured in the case of William B. Dun- 
ton in 1901. Dunton took $20,000 from the 
Union National bank, in which he was chief 
clerk. He was aided, it was charged, in cov- 
ering up his pilfering by George 8. Forbes, 
the receiving teller, who appears to have 
acted solely out of friendship for Dunton. 
When the latter disappeared no suspicion 
attached to Forbes, but conscience weighed 
so heavily upon him that on Sept. 16, 1901, he 
shot and killed himself in a hotel in South 
Chicago. He left a letter of confession. 

Several weeks passed before Dunton's ar- 
rest in the east in company with the Thurman 
woman. He was brought back, tried, con- 
victed, and sent to Joliet for five years. The 
woman remained in the east a while and re- 
turned to Chicago several months afterwards.

The crime was committed in Woodstock, 
III., two years ago.

deaths had occurred. 


Accuses Father of Crime. 


Earl Ellsworth, 24 years old, the son, was 
the only person who could throw light on the 
tragedy. He told the police that his father, 
while angered by jealousy, killed the man 
and woman and committed suicide. This 
was the verdict returned by the coroner’s 
jury, but the life insurance company in which 
Benjamin Ellsworth held a $7,000 policy sus- 
pected a plot and employed private detec- 
tives. Enough evidence was found to cause 
the arrest of Earl Ellsworth, but he was re- 
leased on bonds of $8,000. Then he came to 
Chicago, and while arranging for his defense 
at the trial made the acquaintance of a man 
with whom subsequently he became intimate. 

The stranger, a detective, told the young 
man he could secure his acquittal, but dee 
manded that Ellsworth make a full confes- 
sion. The detective persuaded Ellsworth to 
go to a room in the Temple Court building 
and there he induced him to repeat the story 
of the tragedy.

NEW ALARM IN ENGLAND 


Feared: at London That Great 
Britain May Be Drawn 
Into the Affair. 


{BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

LONDON, Oct. 13. a. m.—Russia and 
Japan apparently have reached a deadlock 
in the negotiations at Tokio, and yesterday 
afternoon the emperor of Japan summoned

ter for the navy, and the minister for foreign 
affairs to a special conference, that to ob-

war. 
News Is All Warlike. 


Nearly all the news from the far east this 
morning is warlike. The report that Japan 
is landing troops at Na-San-Pho on the 
Corean coast, has not been contradicted. 

Japanese civilians are leaving Port Arthur. 


‘The Russian forces at New-Chwang are be- 


ing increased. 
Admirai Alexieff, the Russian viceroy, yes- 


terday held a review of the 40,000 men of the 


Khang Tung army. After the review the 
admiral gave a banquet, at which the great- 
est enthusiasm was manifested. 

Russia is hurrying naval reinforcements 
to Asiatic waters, a battleship and an ar- 
mored cruiser passing through the Suez 
canal yesterday. 

Dispatches from Chefoo report that a Rus- 
man warship and a transport with 500 troops 
left Port Arthur Oct. 4 for Corea. 

Gen. Kodama, the Japanese home min- 
ister, has been appointed chief assistant to 
the military staff. The premier will assume 
Gen. Kodama’s portfolio. 

The Tokio correspondent of the Times tele- 
graphs that the appointment of Gen. Kodama 
is regarded with universal satisfaction at 
this critical period. 

A dispatch from Moscow to the Times, dated 
Oct. 10, states that a large force of Russian 
troops under orders for the far east are now 
on their way thither by rail from Kharkoff. 


Disquiet in Englend. 

Baron Hayashi, the Japanese minister to 
Great Britain, is less optimistic over the pros- 
pects for peace. He says he has no informa- 
tion that Japan has sent an ultimatum, but 
adds: 

Ot course, I have had certain information, 
but nothing of that character. War between 
Japan and Russia in any case would be a 
great injury to both powers, but in the event 
of a crisis being precipitated I hope Japan 
will have the active sympathy of her ally, 
Great Britain.“ 

This significant remark by the mikado’s 
envoy, together with the mysterious move- 
ments of the Russian and Japanese fleets and 
the excited state of public opinion in Japan, 
is Causing no little disquiet in England. Only 
the most sanguine believe that in the event 
of hostilities they could be kept within the 
limits which would free Great Britain from 
her obligation to support her Japanese ally. 


Slump in Japanese Bonds. 


So many rumors of imminent war were 


“eurrent in London yesterday that the new 


Japanese 5 per cent bonds fell 3%, and 4s, 
which are better held, lost 1%. Russian 
bonds did not move. 7 ‘ ai 

All London newspapers this morning dis- 
play prominently all news bearing on the far 
eastern situation, and several print articles 
descriptive of the relative strength of Japan 
and Russia. The Daily Telegraph follows its 
tabulated statement of the Russian and 
Japanese fleets by a note to the effect that 
all things considered in naval power the two 
countries are fairly evenly matched, but that 
the higher intelligence of the Japanese, their 
capacity of endurance, and, above all, the 
magnificent patriotism which animated every 
man, and which in the hour of need will 
double his fighting strength, will tell. 

The Daily Mail thinks that under present 
conditions Japan has a slight advantage 
which will pass from her within the next 
year, a fact which makes war now more 
probable. 


Hold More Peaceful Views. 


As indicating, however, that the situation 
is not so grave as surface indications seem to 
show the London manager of the Nippon 
steamship line and the London manager of 
the Yokohama Specie bank point out that if 
Japan was meditating war the Nippon line 
steamers, which are subsidized, certainly 
would have been recalled to transport troops. 
Nothing of the kind has been done. The 
Japanese consul says that shipping is not 
affected, and that trade is normal.

Everywhere we saw Bulgarian women, but 
no men. We wound about the valley, and 
after eight hours in the saddle, doing the 
whole journey (according to Turkish fashion) 
at a stretch without food or rest, we arrived 
at Starcica, and dismounting we loosened 
our horses’ girths and sat down in a little 
square before a mosque for our much needed 


rest. 
Subject of “Right” in Balkans. 

Fifty moslem villagers came out to inspect 
us. We noticed the absence of any Bulgarian 
molok, or priest of the village. I asked our 
officer: Is this according to the right?“ 
“It is according to the right. he answered. 
We had met it face to face. the bone of con- 
tention of Macedonian life—religious preju- 
dice—the only right is the word of the 
religious head, and a priest has the right 
to interfere. 

If a captain of cavalry, with an escort of 
twenty men, brought two strangers into some 
village in the Philippines would any person 
ask, is this according to “right’’? Religious 
prejudice is the stock with which each side 
prods the unfortunate peasant, be he Moslem 
or be he Christian, against his brother. I 
have been astonished to find how deep seated 
with all the Turks, educated and ignorant, 
is the idea that religion is at the base of this 
trouble. It is a crusade, they say. We 
have not a friend among the nations. If they 
had the land they could not agree on a divis- 
fon. What have they against us but that we 
are Moslems?“ 


Turk His Own Worst Enemy. 

The Turk is his own worst enemy. He has 
all the qualities of a master race, except the 
initiative and diligence. He has a character 
which makes him a pleasant friend, but an 
unbearable master. It appears to me now 
that lack of industry and initiative are near 
the root of all his troubles. He will not make 
the necessary effort to progress and so he 
drifts along subject to races that have more 
industry. But long years of subjection have 
made them shy, tricky, underhanded, and 
untruthful. The Turks are far more attrac- 
tive aside from the official class, They are 
manly, truthful, and generous. They are, 
however, overbearing to inferiors, and there 
is a strong undercurrent of brutality in their 
nature, which comes out when they are 
roused. 

Well Treated by Villagers. 

I have not spoken of the Albanians, who 
are a fierce, unmanageable mountain people, 
to whom much of violence under arms must 
be attributed. 

When the villagers once accepted us our 
lot was easy. The best rooms were assigned 
to us; the choicest food the village had, for 
which we might not pay, was put before us. 
Under the system by which our expedition 
was managed it was difficult to get at the 
people. However, a few facts came to us. 


rrival the telegraph wire had been 
cut and two Moslem peasants killed in the 
fields. ‘“‘ We think that Bulgarians in the 
villages about here have done this,’’ he as- 
serted. “At any rate as soon as we are sure 
about it there will be some killing done on our 
side.“ It is a kind of vendetta, in which the 
Mohammedan, having the authorities on his 
side, naturally comes out ahead in this dis- 
trict.- | 

I am under the impression, though I have 
not been able to investigate as I desire, that 
the Turkish soldiers and the Moslem popu- 
lation have not committed many acts of vio- 
lence.

Soldiers Under Strict Orders. 

A soldier talking along the road remarked, 
“There are Bulgarians who ought to be 
cleared out, but what can a man do? If we 
attempt anything we will be punished. Our 
government has forbidden it. I think the 
government makes a mistake.” | 

In the future there is danger of grave trou- 
ble in this district if the Bulgarians resort to 
violence. But probably the insurgents will 
do little, as every position is now strongly 
held by Turkish troops. The amount of tight- 
ing done has been grossly exaggerated, as 
a band of insurgents does not number more 
than fifty, so as a matter of course the num- 
ber of killed and wounded is generally ex- 
aggerated on both sides. ! 


PARIS’ NEW MURDER MYSTERY. 


Roumanian Singer Found Dead in Hotel 
and an Art Editor Is Held for 
Shooting Her. 


PARIS, Oct. 12.—The mysterious shooting 
of the Roumanian singer, Eliza Papesco, at 
the Hotel Regina here, in the center of a 
fashionable quarter of Paris, resembles in 
its essential features the case of Mrs. Ellen 
Gore, the American woman who was killed 
in the apartments of Jean de Rydzewski, 
the Russian singer, in November last. As 
cabled last Saturday, Frederick Grietgling, 
editor of an art paper, reported to the hotel 
clerk that day that a young woman had killed 
herself in his room. Investigation showed 
that she was Eliza Papesco. j 

When the body was examined today a bul- 
let wound was discovered in the base of the 
skull, which, physicians declare, was im- 
possible for her to have inflicted herself. 
Grietgling is held on the charge of murder.

He declared that it was against 
all the canons of sound finance that the 
income tax, the nation’s first reserve in time 
of war, should stand at 11 pence in time of 


peace. 
Election Will Wait a While. 

This idea of Austen Chamberlain's regard- 
ing the present plans is shared by James 
Bryce, M. P., who at Tunbridge Wells to- 
night expressed the belief that there would 
be no general election until Mr. Chamberlain 
was ready. The government, he said, 
seemed to be divided between the fear of 
Mr. Chamberlain and the fear of the electo- 
rate. 

Lord Stanley, the new postmaster general, 
in a speech at Bolton declared himself in 
favor of Mr. Balfour’s Sheffield program 
but opposed to Mr. Chamberlain's food tax- 
ing project.

RUMOR OF TURKISH DEFEAT. 


Dispatch from Sofia Tells of Battle in 
Which 560 of Sultan’s Soldiers. 
Were Killed. 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. ] 

SOFIA, Oct. 12.—It is reported that a severe 
engagement took place on Oct. 5 at Seltzi, in 
the Dibra district, between three bands of 
insurgents and 600 Turkish troops. The for- 
mer lost twenty-five killed and twenty-five 
wounded. Boris Sarafoff, the insurgent lead- 
er, arrived with reinforcements while the 
fighting was progressing. The Turks were 
defeated with terrible slaughter, it being said 
all were killed except forty.

BLOW WHILE STILL AT PEACE, 


Conflict. 


No official comment was forthcoming at the 


firmation of former Secretary of the Navy 
John D. Long’s statement that, as assistant 
secretary of the navy. Mr. Roosevelt was 
“anxions to send a squadron across the 
ocean to sink the ships and torpedo boat 
destroyers of the Spanish fleet while we as 
yet were at peace with Spain.” 

‘The most authoritative statement obtain- 
able was that the president had no recollec- 
tion whatever of any word or suggestion to 
Seeretary Long which could be construed 
as indicating thatehe favored attacking the 
Spanish ships while the two countries were 
at peace, but there is no doubt that the 
ideas of the two men about the preparation 
for war were at wide variance. Mr. Roose- 
velt was for beginning hostilities earlier 
than President McKinley and his cabinet 
deemed wise. Mr. Roosevelt, as well as 
others at the time, deemed the departure 
of the Spanish torpedo craft and cruisers 
for the West Indies as early as March 25 as 
a hostile act which he would have met with 
active naval operations. 


Long Is Deemed Sarcastic. 


Pending any further statement from Sec- 
retary Long, the preponderance of opinion 
here is that his comment on the president 
was thoroughly sarcastic, and permeated 
with his personal view of a subordinate, later 
a superior, with whom he never experienced 
congenial relations. 

Secretary Moody this morning brought to 
the president’s attention the article by for- 
mer Secretary Long in the Outlook. The 
president was not much perturbed by it, and 
it is not expected that he will raise any 
heated issue with Mr. Long, with whom 
he had much friction while he was assistant 
secretary of the navy, and who, as a fore- 
gone conclusion, left the cabinet when Mr. 
Roosevelt succeeded Mr. McKinley. 

No one was authorized to speak for the 
president today, but several of his friends, 
observing the vast comment occasioned in 
army, navy, and diplomatic circles, rushed 
into the breach and declared that the prest- 
dent never made any such preposterous sug- 
gestion. 


Story as Told by Friends. 


It is fully expected that the article will 
make as great a stir in Europe as here. 

Two men, whose knowledge of what was 
going on in the navy department just before 
the Spanish-American war will not be ques- 
tioned lightly, agreed today to the story that 
Assistant Secretary Roosevelt, who went 
with the two men to the White house, where 
Secretary Long was at a cabinet meeting, 
was invited into the cabinet room by Presi- 
dent McKinley, who is said to have asked 
him what he would do, assuming the report 
that the Spanish cruisers had sailed for the 
West Indies. To this Mr. Roosevelt emphat- 
ically replied, it is asserted, that he would 
“smash them.“ 

The vital point about Mr. Roosevelt's atti- 
tude at that time appears to be that he re- 
garded the departure of the Spanish ships 
for Porto Rico as a hostile move.

Camp Young, West Point, Ky., Oct. 12.— 
Today's maneuver was participated in solely 
by regulars.

MEXICAN DOLLARS 
LEAVING MANILA. 


New Currency Law Drives 
Away More than $7,000,- 
000 in Few Months. 


BANKS GIVE BAD ADVICE. 


Financiers at Philippine Capital 
Mistaken in Their Recent | 
‘Warnings, 


[BY CABLE TO THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE.) 

MANILA, Oct. 12.—Statistics of the move- 
ments of Mexican dollars from June to Oct. 
9 prove the wisdom of the policy of the Phil- 
ippine commissioners in n@t..placing a tax 
on the coin. The Manila bankers advised the 
commission to place a prohibitive import tax 
on Mexican silver. Such a tax, it is now 
demonstrated, would have been disastrous 
to the government. During June the total 
Mexican coin imports were $72,045 and ex- 


$22,100 and the exports $2,747,000. In Au- 
gust, when the bankers advised the taxa- 
tion, asserting that otherwise heavy impor- 
tations would follow, thus upsetting the tran- 
quil introduction of the new currency under 
the Conant bill, backing up their advice by 
making temporary importations, the imports 
were 367,078 and the exports $1,769,750. In 
September, when the effort failed, imports 
dropped to $71,059 but exports remained 
Steady at $1,530,500. Up to Oct. 9 there were 
no imports, while the exports amounted to 
$359,000. For four and one-third months the 
exports exceeded the imports by $7,246,248. 

Meantime a conservative estimate of the 
total amount of Mexican silver in Manila 
banks and the treasury does not exceed 
$800,000, and the total amount in the archi- 
pelago does not exceed $5,000,000. It is rap- 
idly flowing to Hongkong and Singapore. 
Hence it is reasonable to assume that natural 
causes will remove the Mexican coin before 
January, leaving a clear field of operation 
for the new currency bill. 


Eight Ladrones to Be Hanged. 


Eight ladrones, convicted of highway rob- 
bery, have been sentenced to be hanged. 
Two others, on account of their extreme 
youth, were sentenced to twenty-five years’ 
imprisonment. The band of ladrones raided 
the town of Ibajay, on the island of Panay, 
and killed thirteen peasants. 


Pirates Still at Liberty. 

Hermann and Johnson, the two constab- 
ulary officers who seized the steamer Vic- 
toria and turned pirates are reported to have 
abandoned Banca, where they left the Vic- 
toria. Taking supplies with them they jour- 
neyed to Guimbal, a town eighteen miles 
from Iloilo... There they obtained a larger 
boat and fied in the direction of Cagayanes 
island. They were accompanied by two other 
men who deserted from the constabulary. 


Disaster for Head Hunters. 

Five hundred head hunters in the province 
of Neuva Vizcaya, island of Luzon, some 
armed with rifles, recently attacked a native 
Heẽutenant and thirty of the constabulary. 
Two of the latter were killed. The head 
hunters lost fifty-three killed besides many 
wounded.

FOR CATHOLIC UNIVERSITY. 


Pontiff Gives 
All Churches on First Sunday in Ad- 
vent for the Washington Institution. 


Baltimore, Md., Oct. 12.—[Special.}—Papal 
indorsement of the plan to take up a special 
collection in all Roman Catholic churches in 
the United States for the benefit of the 
Catholic university in Washington is con- 
tained in a brief brought here from Rome 
by Cardinal Gibbons. 

The brief, which is signed by Pope Pius X., 
agrees to the first Sunday in Advent or the 
first convenient thereafter as the date for 
the collection. Following is a translation of 
the brief: ; 

To our beloved son, James, Cardinal Gib- 
bons, cardinal priest of the holy Roman 
church, with the title of Santa Maria in 
Trastevere, archbishop of Baltimore, and 
chancellor of the Catholio university at 
Washington. 

* Beloved son, health and apostolic bene- 
diction. 

The condition of the university at Wash- 
ington has enlisted our deepest sympathy 
and concern, inasmuch as the report recently 
submitted by your eminence deposes that its 
affairs are not altogether so encouraging as 
we could wish. It is meet that we should 
follow the example of our predecessor in the 
furtherance of noble projects, more espe- 
cially such as are of great moment and hold 
cut the promise of large advantage. In 
this spirit we are pleased to continue, and, 
as far as may be to increase, in the exercise 
of the apostolic office the interest which we 
have ever cherished toward this distin- 
guished American foundation. 

** Wherefore we learn with genuine satis- 
faction that the bishops charged with the 
approval of all others interested in its wel- 


churches throughout the United States an- 
nually for ten years on the first Sunday of 
Advent or the first convenient Sunday there- 
after, with a view of enhancing the dignity 
and enlarging the influence of this noble seat 
of learning. 

“This plan, the result of their joint delib- 
erations, we consider most beneficial. It is 
therefore our earnest wish and prayer that 
all the bishops of the country, as well as the 
faithful who have at heart the progress of 
learning and religion, should labor stren- 
uously for the good of the university. 

That God may be pleased graciously to 
help this undertaking by his grace we loving- 
ly impart to you and to the faithful commit- 
ted to your care the apostolic benediction.

Washington, D. C., Oct. 12.—[Special.]— 
Postmaster Coyne and Representative Bou- 
tell spent the greater portion of the day in 
conference, with Postmaster General Payne 
and Assistant Secretary of the Treasury 
Taylor in urging improvement of the postal 
service in Chicago. They requested Mr. Tay- 
lor to push work on the public building so 
one wing of the structure may be completed 
within a year. This was urged so that the 
pneumatic mail tube system, which must 
de completed within twelve months, may be 
installed in the new structure. - 

Mr. Taylor decided to send the supervising 
architect to Chicago to see if it is possible 
to carry out the suggestion of the Chicago 
Officials. At the postoffice department 
Messrs. Coyne and Boutell urged that the 
southeast wing of the new building be com- 
pleted and the work of the stations in the 
Monadnock building, the board of trade, and 
the Crilly block be combined and transferred 
to the new building. They also made a requi- 
sition for additional clerks and carriers so 
as to facilitate the handling of the malls. 
The department looked favorably upon the 
suggestions advanced and practically every- 
thing asked for will be granted. 

Mr. Coyne’s recommendations regarding 
the compensation of the superintendents at 
substations were adopted, and hereafter the 
salaries will be based on the sale of stamps 
and the money order and registry business, 
instead of on the sale of stamps alone.

President Roosevelt today dispelled all 
doubt as to whether there would be an extra 
session of congrese when he informed his 
congressional eallers that the legislative 
branch of the government would be called 
together Nov. 9. The call will be issued 
Oct. 20 so as to give the senators and repre- 
sentatives ample time to make their plans, 

The extra session will be called for the 
consideration of Cuban reciprocity alone, 
and the president, in his message to con- 
gtess, will not discuss any other subject. 

There has been considerable opposition to 
an extra session, but the president decided 
that congress should be called together to 
dispose of the Cuban reciprocity question. 

Representatives Dalzell and Grosvenor as- 
sert that the democrats will discuss the 
tariff question during the reciprocity debate 
for the purpose of making campaign ma- 
terial. In discussing this subject Repre- 
sentative Dalzell said: 

“The democrats probably will take up con- 
siderable time talking over the general sub- 
ject of the tariff, but there will be no tariff 
legislation either at the extra or the regular 
session.

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FLOOD PERIL N PASSED 


New Jersey Towns Begin to Figure on 


. Railways Resume Trad@ic. 


New York, Oct. 12.—With the receding of 
the floods, reported today from all quarters, 
Paterson, 
swept New Jersey towns are relieved of 
further peril and are beginning now to get a 
clear idea of the extent of the devastation. 

In Paterson alone the damage to property 
is estimated at $2,000,000, without taking ac- 
count of the loss in wages to the thousands 
who have been deprived temporarily of oc- 
cupation by the shutting down of factories. 


Tonight the water was reported to have 
fallen four feet below the highest mark, and 
the only possible source of damage would be 
the bursting of the great water mains, which 
were undermined by the flood. The distress 
continues great, and tonight fully 500 persons 
were still compelled to seek food and shelter 
in the armory. No additional fatalities were 
reported throughout the day. 

In Passaic the damage is estimated to be 
at least equal to that in Paterson.

IN MRS. BOOTH’S NEW BOOK. 


The loving title, Little Mother,“ bestowed 
upon Maude Ballington Booth by those she 
has aided is certainly earned, and a bright 
reward of her efforts in behalf of prisoners 
who wish to lead better lives on their release 
from confinement has come to her in the 
hundreds of loving tributes to her goodness, 
and still more so in the actual regeneration 
of the men to whom she has extended the 
hearty hand of practical Christianity. 

While others have bemoaned our full pris- 
ons, the increase of crime, and the laxity of 
the law, Mrs. Booth at the head of the Vol- 
unteer Prison league has talked to these men 
face to face, singly in their cells, or en masse 
in the prison chapela, and has labored early 
and late to guide their lives, so that on their 
release their steps may shun the broad 
path that leads to destruction and that 
they may climb on “ their dead selves to bet- 
ter things. 7 

An idea of what she has done and is doing 
in this direction may be found in her book, 
“AFTER PRISON WHAT?" (The F. H. 
Revell company), a book as modest in form 
and word as her work is great and noble. 
In the first chapter, Gold in the Mine,” 
she tells how great is the general misconcep- 
tion of the characters of prisoners in pen! 
tentiaries not only by the public but by prison 
officials, and of the reluctance of merchants 
to employ any of her boys,“ as she calls 
them, on their release. She says: 

Then there are those within prison walls who, 
though evil well nigh all their lives, claim our 
sincerest pity. They may have done desperate 
deeds, may perhaps be ranked as habitual crim- 
inals, and may represent today the most hardened 
and determined offenders, and yet in strict justice 


they should not be spoken of with harsh condemna- | 


tion before the sad pages of their lives have been 
read. The judge and jury take cognizance only 
of the offense; the police and prison record note 
the list of charges and the number of returns to 
prison, but those of us who seek. to know the man 
beneath the criminal have a right to go back and 
ask ourselves, What chance did this man have 
to do right, to act and to be as we are? The 
answer sometimes is a pathetic revelation of a 
loveless babyhood and childhood, where blows and 
curses took the place of. kiss and caress; a youth 
where revolt against society in an embittered heart 
made it easy to develop every evil tendency and to 
follow the lead of those in the underworld who 
proved the only possible friends and associates. 
She then goes on to recount the case of a 


Joliet prisoner who wrote to her. The letter 


said: 

Tou said you loved us. Nobody ever said that 
to me before in my whole life and I hardly know 
what the word means. You spoke of home. The 
nearest approach to it I ever had was my time 
in the kitchen of one of the state prisons, where the 
officer was kind to me. Briefly this was his 
story. He was born in a poorhouse in Ireland and 
never knew father or mother and received in 
childhood no touch of love or sympathy. When 
still young he was sent out to work and soon found 
evil companionship and was led into trouble. He 
came out to this country only to continue on the 
same path, which ‘was in fact the only path he 
had ever known. It naturally led him to state 
prison, and his whole life here has been spent 
within the walls except for the few short holidays 
in the slums between the day of his discharge 5 
the next arrest. All through the letter I could 
that he had never dreamed there was another lif 
for him. He confessed he had never tried to be 
good, had had no inducement or chance to be 
Pathetic to me was the closing sentence, in whic 
he said: “‘ Now that I know somebody cares, I wi | 

This man on his release became an earnest 
member of the league, secured a place for 
himself, and helped others to a better life, 
She gives several pathetic instances of 
false imprisonment of innocent persons and 
tells how hard it is to make the wheels of 
justice turn backward. These men were in 
line to become habitual criminals till the 
‘mission of the league was made known to. 
them. ‘The number of cases in which real 
regeneration took place when the men with 
their freedom in hand found that all the 
world was not disposed to keep them down 
is gratifying, but it ls sadly out of proportion 
to the vast number who, with the word and 


the hand absent, fall rapidly to worse after 
their first wrong step. 
Speaking of foreign missions, but with no 
disparagement of them, she says: 
every pulpit, in every Sunday school, 
through the pages of the religious press, the need 
of the heathen is constantly kept before the peo- 
le, and so impressed that the youngest child 
ows all about it. What do the children in our 
Sunday schools or the congregations gathered in 
our churches know of the need behind prison 
walls? Where has any large offering ever been 
taken for this cause? Who has ever thought of 
leaving a generous legacy for the redemption of 
these men? I do not for a moment grudge what 
has been given to missions. I merely want to 
bring to remembrance these others who have been 
overlooked, this occasion for help at our door, 
a need which may be unlovely and have noth- 


ing about it of the glamour of romance which , 


distance lends to a cause, but which, all the same, 
concerns human souls divinely loved and groping 
in great darkness. 

Those who have entered it can report that here 
fs a glorious opportunity. This field is, indeed, 
white to the harvest, and there is no reason why 

should not be gathered where people 
have inclined to look only for disappoint- 
ment and failure. 

She traces the history of the league from 
a visit to San Quentin prison to the present 
time, outlining its methods and retelling some 
of its glorious results. This is the testimony 
of a Sing Sing official given to Mrs. Booth by 
the man himeelf: 

I want to confess to you that I was one who 
took no stock in this movement at first. I used 
to laugh at the men making a profession of liv- 
ing any better. I looked upon it as so much re- 
ligious nonsense, but I confess I have been fo 
to change my views. You do not know the change 
it has made in this prison and the miracles that 
have been wrought in many of these men. You 
can see them in the meetings and can judge of 
them by their letters, but we live with them day 
after day and know far more than you can. I 
‘never believed anything: could take hold of the 
whole prison population, the educated, the mid- 
die class, and the tougher element, affecting them 
equally as this work has done. e was one 
„ doy in my company who was the foulest 
mouthed man I have ever met. He used an oath 
with almost every word and was so criminal and 
evil that we never dreamed he could be anything 
else. The absolute reformation in that man is 
what opened my eyes. That was not talk but 
reality. | | 

: 

Warden McClaughry, speaking of the in- 
stitution of the league in Joliet, said: 

I entered upon the experiment, as I say, with 
a good deal of apprehension, but I am glad to 


say that it proved to be one of the most potent. 


forces, inside of the prison to secure not only cheer- 
ful obedience and compliance with the rules and 
regulations of the prison, but a force that co- 
operated with the authorities of the prison in the 
direction of law and order. Wherever that league 
has been established, while it has gone up and 
down and had its vicissitudes, like the early 
church, it has proved most helpful in every re- 
spect, and its influence upon the individual men, 
no person not familiar with its workings can for 
a moment imagine. Therefore I feel that the 
Volunteer Prison league; properly managed, is one 
of the most beneficent: institutions that can bé 
introduced into prison life. 

One of the hardest forces the league con- 
tends with is the habit df the police in re- 
arresting men simply because they have 
been convicts, or notifying their employers 
of that fact. The instances of this which 
Mrs. Booth gives are enough to turn one 
fiercely against the cold, inhuman brutality 
of a system: which allows such practices. 
It is.a hopeful sign, however, that we find 
many merchants as willing as Mrs. Booth 

‘herself to help these men, and police magis- 
trates who severely rebuke officers who 
arrest men against whom nothing but the 
expiation of former crime is known. 

As has been said, the book is modest in its 
tone. The author never forgets the power 
above which actuates her, or the loving men 
and women she mentions by name who give 
her such substantial aid. Nor is she illiberal 
in speaking of the feeling society naturally 
has against crime and criminals, but her 
plea is irresistible and her book is one which 
deserves the widest publicity, as her cause 
deserves the widest aid.

The treaty contains numerous provisions 


„ tending to closer trade relations between the 
two countries. It permits Americans to en- 


It protects Chi- 
nese Christians and missionaries, and it 
opens two ports in Manchuria to trade, Muk- 
den and Antung, on the Yalu river. The 
clause, however, which contains the most 
important concession of all is that which 
stipulates that the Chinese government, 
after the ratification of the treaty, shall 
abandon the levy of “likin” and all other 
transit dues through the empire, and abolish 
all the barriers and tax stations maintained 
for their collection. In return, if the other 
treaty powers agree to do the same, the 
United States will pay at the port of entry 

A surtax of one and a half times the tariff im- 
port duty, which will be in lieu of all other 
taxation within the empire. The likin” 
was, in effect, a robber tax. It was levied 
by viceroys, not according to any law or sys- 
tem but just as suited their caprices, or 
necessities, or rapacities. Hitherto the 
“likin” has confined foreign trade to the 
coast. Its abolition will open up trade in 

the interior of the Celestial empire.

The action by Dewey in front 
of Manila may not have been as great as it 
was thought to be at the time, for he had 
more vessels and more expert gunners than 
the Spaniards, but the importance of the 
victory cannot be overestimated. As in the 
ease of Gettysburg and Vicksburg lu the 
civil war, when the result was proclaimed 
all talk of European intervention ceased. 

Roosevelt deserves almost as much credit 
for that achievement in Manila bay as 
Dewey, and much of the credit for the per- 
sistent target practice of the two years pre- 
ceding the war, which so greatly improved 
the precision and effectiveness of our gun- 
ners, belongs to him. Roosevelt may in- 
deed be grateful for the enemies he has 
made, even though the president of the 
Peace society, Mr. Long, happens to be one 
of them. The latter has so grossly over- 
stated his case as to destroy the validity of 
many of his own statements and to cast 
suspicion upon all of them. He has vindi- 
cated Roosevelt in the estimation of fair 
men, while at the same time he has exposed 
himself to accusations of unfairness and 
jealousy which it will be difficult for him or 
for his friends to answer. |

BOARD OF TRADE: BUCKET SHOPS. 

The opinion prepared by Judge Shiras of 
the United States Court of Appeals, ad- 
verse to the Chicago board of trade in its 
dong contention with the bucket shops, also 
is adverse in its most essential points to the 
report made by the ster in chancery to 
whom the case was referred. The learned 
judge seems to be of the opinion that the 
trading on change is, on the whole, illegal 
in its character, while Master Daniels holds 
to the contrary. Such a disagreement in- 
vites independent study of the character of 
business done on the board and its influence 
on the community. 


buying of grain from the farmer in the west 
and selling it as grain or flour to the ultimate 
consumer in the eastegp states, or in Europe, 
is a long one. The business man who should 
assume the pecuniary responsibility for the 
complete movement between producer and 
consumer would undertake a heavier risk 
of loss from price changes during the inter- 
val than from ordinary accidents in trans- 
portation, and would be obliged to charge 
accordingly. The risk is minimized to a 
most important extent by the process which 
some people call “ hedging,” and which they, 
or some others, profess to think is “ gam- 
bling.“ The country buyer, or the company 
which wires bids to him, sends orders to a 
commission merchant on ’change to sell for 


equal to that of his purchases from day to 
day, and, knowing the price he can get for 
it, he knows how much he can afford to pay 
the farmer for his wagon loads as they are 
offered. When he sells a cargo or train 
load he sends his order to buy im a corre 
sponding quantity, and it is important to 
remember that a knowledge of the price at 
which such purchase is made, or can be 
made, determines for him the price at which 
he can afford to sell the actual property for 
shipment. Similarly, the miller who buys 


| wheat for conversion into flour protects 


himself by selling on ’change (through the 
board of trade firm) and buying there when 
he sells the flour. The untold millions of 
bushels of corn which are baught from the 
farmer to be held in cribs through the win- 


shipment, require, and get, à similar pro- 
tection, and the vast packing business of 
the country is protected substantially in the 
same way. It is not alone the half a billion 
dollars’ worth of produce that comes to this 
city annually but that vast volume which 
goes around us, the wheat that goes to Min- 
neapolis and the flour that goes thence, the 
grain which is shipped directly east from 
Duluth and even the Canadian country, and 
much of what goes southward and eastward 
without passing through Chicago at all, 
which is sold against and bought againet on 
our board of trade. | 
If it were necessary to make actual de 
livery of all the property thus traded in the 
cost of handling in the aggregate would be 
tremendous. This cost is in large part 
avoided by the offsetting of trades between 
members, under the operation of rules for 
their guidance, and the practice surely is 
just as legitimate as is the transfer of a fire 
insurance policy when a piece of property 
is sold during the life of the contract with 
the insurance company. And the great ben- 
efit arising from resort to this plan of “ pro- 
tection” and transfer, where the latter is 
deemed most convenient to the parties, is 
evident from the testimony presented in the 
case in question, and which testimony is un- 
disputed, that it effects a saving of 3 to 8 
cents per bushel of wheat as compared with 
“ business done in the old way.“ The mid- 
dle man can afford to charge that much less 
than he would be obliged to do if he assumed 
tlie whole risk in the transaction, and this 
important benefit is divided between the 
producer and the consumer. How much of 
our vast export business in produce is due 
to the adoption of this plan of trading it is 
impossible to say, but doubtless the percent- 
age is a large one, as the improved methods 
increase the ability of sellers here to com- 
pete with others in the foreign markets 
without being obliged to pay only starvation 
prices to the producer in this country. 
No doubt some of the trading on change 
is of a kind which some people would call 
gambling, but that fact is no more to be 
charged against the board of trade and its 
regulations than is the sin of gluttony com- 
mitted by some eaters to be laid at the doors 
of those who make a business of selling food. 
The trading in futures on the board enor- 
mously helps: the commerce of the world, 
and is especially valuable to the producer as 
furnishing him with the means of judging 
for himself whether or not the prices offered 
him for his property are reasonable, and if 
it would be better for him to hold on awhile 
or let go in the present. On the other hand, 
the alleged “ trading” in the bucket shop 
is nothing else than betting, and that of a 
kind which does not help to the extent of a 
single iota in the movement of produce, and 
it actually is a detriment in the following 
respect: The farper who patronizes the

Surely, if they 
are the virtuous people they pretend to be, 
they would disdain to touch those quotations 
with a long pole, instead of moving heaven 
and earth in the effort to obtain them. 


PROTECTION FOR EMPLOYES. 

I believe it to be the duty of the employer 
to protect his employés in the same spirit in 
which he protects his family.” This sen- 
tence from Mr. Pliny B. Smith’s letter to 
Tue TRIBUNE on the garnishment of wages 
holds up an ideal which is too frequently 


obscured and neglected. 


An employé gets into debt. His reasons 
for getting into debt are often good. Wheth- 
er good or not, they are effective. Oncein 
debt, he finds it hard to get out. He fails 
to satisfy his creditors. A complaisant jus- 
tice, accepting the dubious affidavit and 
bond of an unecrupulous collection agency, 
issues an attachment writ on the debtor’s 
wages. Here comes in the responsibility of 
the employer. Shall he suspend the debtor 
until his debt is paid, thereby placing him at 
the mercy of the collection agency, or shall 
he make the case of the debtor his own and 
protect poverty and ignorance against money 
and experience? 

Mr. Smith states that in many cases em- 
ployés are suspended as soon as legal pro- 
ceedings against their wages are begun. 
This means that the employé, sometimes 
innocent, usually impoverished and always 
bewildered, finds himself on the street un- 
able to cope with the wiles of his adver- 
saries and obliged to accept any terms that 
they may offer him before he can regain his 
employment. The bitter tale of the extor- 
tions practiced under such circumstances 
will never be fully told. The victims have 
neither the gift nor the avenue of expres- 
sion, 

There are employers who during the peri- 
odic investigations of justice court evils take 
occasion to express their detestation of 
those evils and to offer up a public prayer 
for their removal. It may be that if some 
of these employers will investigate their own 
factdries and workshops they will find that 
by their failure to protect their employés 
they have become silent partners in the firm 
of Justice, Collector, Constable & Co. Let 
that partnership be dissolved.

LETTER OF MARQUISE DE FONTENOY 


Copyright: 1908: By the Marquise de Fontenoy. 


MPEROR Nicholas, realizing that the 
50,000 peasants of Russia, although 
the most neglected and impoverished 
class of the empire, are nevertheless 

the backbone of the latter, has on his 
personal initiative caused the creation of a 
new state fund for the benefit of the needy 
Moujik, and with the special object of render- 
ing ald to that agriculture which is after all 
the staple industry of Russia. The late Czar 
Alexander III. devised similar measures for 
the benefit of the aristocracy ruined by ex- 
travagance and its inability to adapt itself 
to the new economic conditions resulting 
from the emancipation of the serfs. He con- 
sidered the aristocracy to be the chief bul- 
wark of the throne and of the dynasty, and 
was ready, therefore, to go to great lengths 
in order to preserve them from the ruin by 
which they had been overtaken. 

Nicholas II., however, is more advanced 
in his ideas, and appreciates the fact that the 
Russian peasantry is a source of much great- 
er strength to the crown and to the nation 
than the aristocracy, and is in consequence 
thereof devoting his personal attention to 
the improvement of their condition. The 
fund in question will be dispensed through 
the land banks, the administration of which 
is to be extensively changed, and while the 
powers of the minister of the interior are 
to be curtailed in so far as they relate to the 
peasantry and to agriculture, those of the 
minister of the imperial domain, who is like- 


ment, are to be considerably 


This is not the only matter in which Em- 
peror Nicholas has displayed an initiative 
and an independence of character with which 
he has not until now been credited either at 
home or abroad. It seems that he appointed 
Admiral Alexeief to the post of viceroy of all 
Russia’s possessions in the far orient with- 
out consulting any of his ministers, that he 
transferred Count Witte from the office of 
minister of finance to the presidency of the 
council of ministers without any warning 
whatsoever, and that the appointment of M. 
Pleske to succeed De Witte at the head of the 
treasury was likewise his own personal 
choice, of which no one knew anything until 
he made announcement thereof, although 
it proved eminently agreeable to De Witte, 
ho has long deen a warm friend ot M. 
Pleske 

It is Nicholas, too, who personally on his 
own initiative dismissed from office and 
banished to the remote province of Tamboff, 
General and Privy Councilor Subatoff, who 
was chief of the imperial police, and occu- 
pied as such one of the most influential of- 
fices in the empire. It was only subsequent 
to his disgrace that the emperor allowed it 
to become known why he had thus punished 
him, the cause being that the general was 
found to have fomented through his agents 
provocateurs disturbances at Odessa and 
elsewhere in the south for the purpose of 
discouraging the emperor from the fnaugu- 
ration of a more liberal régime, as well as 
from restricting the extraordinary powers of 
the police, and also with the object of en- 
abling him to obtain an addition to the im- 
mense secret service funds which he had at 


his absolute disposal. 


Incidentally I may mention that there is no 
truth whatsoever in the stories which are 
constantly appearing in the foreign press 
concerning the alleged delicacy of health of 
Grand Duke Michael, the heir apparent and 
only surviving brother of the czar. He is 
forever being portrayed as so much of an 
invalid as to render it out of the question 
that he should ever succeed to the throne. 
Yet nothing could be further from the truth. 
He is not merely in excellent health but 
likewise strong and sturdy, and, thanks to 
an American trainer, has developed into a 
perfect athlete and is today known as the 
strong man of the imperial family. Already 
tall, with a well knit frame, the grand duke 
has now developed into a fine specimen of 
manhood, with a thorough understanding 
not only of the manly art of self-defense but 
likewise of wrestling and of tackling a man 
at close quarters. While he is not a giant 
like his father and his uncles, the Grand 
Dukes Alexis and Paul, he is nevertheless 
well set up and stalwart, infinitely more 
limber and athletic than they can ever boast 
of having been, and presents an amusing and 
wholesome contrast to the prince in the last 
stages of consumption, as which he is con- 
tinually being portrayed in the foreign press. 

— 

Without wishing in any way to champion 
the cause of the Turkish sultan or of his sol- 
diers, it is only fair to call attention to the 
fact that the outrages perpetrated in the 
southeast of Europe cannot be laid exclu- 
sively at the door of the Ottoman troops. 
The terrible stories of Turkish outrages, 
with the now familiar picture of the three 
heads of Macedonian insurgents recently 
decapitated, which for months past has been 
appearing in all the European and Ameri- 
can newspapers, has its counterpart in the 
photograph of the terrible scene presented 
when the insurgents dynamited a fortnight 
or so ago the orient. express on its way from 
Vienna to Constantinople, the victims who 
were subjected to the most frightful injuries 


| being perfectly innocent passengers, largely 


composed of women and children. 

Moreover, it is altogether wrong to de- 
scribe the struggles between the sultan and 
the Macedonian insurgents as a struggle 
between the Crescent and the Crogs. For 
Greeks, not merely living under the rule of 
the sultan, but likewise from the Hellenic 
kingdom itself, are volunteering in large 
numbers for service under the Ottoman flag 
against the Macedonian insurgents. 

This is not so astonishing when it is borne 
in mind that Bulgarian and Macedonian 
bands have perpetrated quite as terrible out- 
rages among the Greek villages on the Black 
sea coast as have the Turkish soldiers in 
Macedonian and Bulgarian villages. In- 
deed, the Greek premier and many of the 
leading statesmen of Athens have expressed 
astonishment that the great powers should 
dream of preventing Turkey from destroying 
the fillbustering bands which infest, desolate, 
and ruin her finest European provinces. 

Would the powers wish.“ they ask, that 
the Greek government should condone the 
bandits, who massacre our defenseless 
brothers, dishonor our women, burn farms 
and houses, dynamite schools and churches? 
Would they wish that the Greek government 
should show itself insensible to the great 
sufferings of so many thousands of Greeks 
whom Bulgarian and Macedonian miscreants 
have left without food or shelter?”

Mann cabin ran the ancient Hubbard trau, 
along which the early fur traders drove

The elder Mann was a thrifty and far sight- 


ed farmer. Yearly he added to his land 
holdings. Today his son owns a princely 
estate of 5,600 acres of land, all of which is 
fertile. Of the big farm 4,600 acres are under 
the plow, and yearly yield great crops of 
corn and other grains. Four hundred of the 
remaining thousand are still covered with 
the virgin forests which grew along the edges 
of the prairie creeks. The other 600 acres 
are prairie lands. They have never been 
touched by the plow, and the shorthorn cat- 
tle and blooded horses of Abraham Mann 
feed on the buffalo grass which in early days 
made most of Illinois a favorite pasture for 
countless thousands of shaggy bison.

LESSON NO. 70—Fielé for Colored Women. 


O class of American women are more 
in need of the educational helpfulness 
of schools of. domestic science than 
colored women. This is so, chiefly be- 
cause this is the one fleld in which 

coloréd women meet with almost no oppo- 
sition, while they are discriminated against 
in almost every other kind of employment 
open to white women. , 

School teaching in colored schools in the 
south and Gomestic service are about the 
only occupations to which there is no bar 
on account of color. If a colored girl obtains 
employment outside of these it is an excep- 
tion, and due either to special merit or good 
fortune. The national habit of saying “ no” 
to her every request for employment in office, 
shop, or factory acts spontaneously in every 
direction, and she finds herself powerless to 
resent or protest against this unfair treat- 
ment. 

The census of 1890 shows that out of the 
7,000 colored women in Chicago only about 
1.400 of them were employed in gainful oc- 
cupations, and 1,200 of these were employed

help in the north exceeds the supply, while 
in the south no other help is acceptable. The 
fact is that competent colored women are 
everywhere in favor for housework and cook- 
ing, and they might have almost a monopoly 
if the conditions of the service could be made 
more attractive to the more intelligent of 
them. |

The fact that they are not more numerously 
employed in house work is due chiefly to the 
following reasons: 

1. The young colored woman who is edu- 
cated for something better, like the edu- 
cated and refined young white woman, finds 
the present condition of the service humiliat- 
ing to her pride, as it often happens that 
when she does do housework for pay she 
loses social caste among her associates and 
friends, 

2. Colored women have not had the ad- 
vantage of training in domestic science 
schools. It has not been brought to the 
attention of the educated colored woman, 
who wants to do something that is respect- 
able,“ that training, such as is given in these 
schools changes the whole character of do- 
mestice service, and that what is regarded 
as a “servant’s work,“ when indifferently 
and ignorantly done, is raised to the dignity 
of a profession by the women of intelligence 
and character who graduate from these 

The young colored women who have been 
trained in the domestic science departments 
of Hampton and Tuskegee, and in Dr. Jones’ 
cooking school in Richmond, Va., find in- 
stant and constant employment, and are not 
regarded as servants, in an offensive sense, 
either by their associates or employers 
These young women are not only respected 


‘ sition, strength of character, and the other 


and protected, but they receive better com- 
péngation than three-fourths of the white 
girls who are employed as clerks in offices 
and stores. 

There is no field of employment for compe- . 
tent young colored women that offers so 
many good opportunities for them to elevate 
their condition in life and win the favor 
of the people as that of this new profession 
of domestic science. It is an occupation that 
intelligence elevates, that character adorns 
and ennobles, and that even now brings a 
higher salary to women than almost any 
other kind of employment. 


— 

There is still another consideration which 
suggests the importance to the colored peo- 
ple generally of being interested in the im- 
provement of domestic service as an occupa- 
tion for their young women. I belleve that 
it is in the power of these young women, by 
the right sort of training and intelligence, to 
solve the vexatious servant girl problem,“ 
and in thousands of American homes give 
to the race a better standard of character. 


White people, north and south, have fallen | 


into the albeit unjust habit of emimating the 
entire race from the standpoint of their own 
servant girls. 

When intelligence takes the place of ig- 
norance, and efficiency and self-respect takes 
the place of shiftlessness and irresponsibility 
among those of our women who cook the food 
and render other service in American hom 
one of the chier causes of race prejudice wi 
have been removed. This does not mean 
that there are not now many colored women 
already in this service who fulfill the re- 
quirements of intelligence and integrity of 
c acter. 

he more thoughtful of the race cannot 
fail to see that although colored women are 
in favor now as domestics, they cannot hold 
this advantage long if they fail to keep 
abreast with the advancing intelligence that 
an improved service demands. 

— 

There is no reason why the colored girl 
who receives the proper training in a 
school of domestic science should not be re- 
garded as highly and treated as well as the 
colored girl who is scientifically trained as a 
nurse. The importance of the one is no 
greater than that of the other. 

Though the schodis of domestic science 
in Chicago are open to all, I believe it is true 
that few colored women have thus 
far taken advantage of their privileges.

The Knowing Chambermaid— 

In making a bed, lay bolster and pillows 
aside after a slight shake. 

Free the mattress of bed clothes if they 
have not already been put to sun. 

Raise the mattress and allow it to stay in 
an arch for a few minutes to let the air reach 
the paillasse or spring bed. 

She then turns the mattress head to foot 
or side to side to equalize the wear, and 
kneads and shakes it well to prevent lumps 
from gathering. 

She lays the binder blanket smoothly over 
the mattress, then the sheet, and tucks sheet, 
and blanket firmly in at foot and sides. 

She shakes and tosses the bolster well and 
sees that the feathers are evenly distributed, 
and strains the sheet evenly and carefully 
over it, if no bolster case is used, to prevent 
folds and creases. 

She then lays on the top sheet, tucking it in 

well, first at the foot end, and drawing it 
straight and even at the top. 
She repeats this process with the blankets 
and the coverlet, folds the blankets and 
sheets well in under the mattress, and lets 
the sides of the coverlet hang evenly and 
loose over them all. , 

She turns back the top of the sheet half a 
foot over blankets and coverlet, and finally 
turns all together back just below the bolster. 

She. shakes the pillows as she did the 
bolster, places them in position, and then, 
when she has laid the eiderdown quilt in 
place at the foot of the bed, she rejoices over 
a task successfully accomplished. 

Every day she tests the mattress, and every 
week. she brushes and overhauls the entire

House Dust Is Compounded— 


Of “fluff” from the clothing, particles 

worn off from the floor, ceilings, walls, fur- 
niture, etc., soot and ashes blowing in from 
outside or welling up from a basement, hairs, 
feathers, crumbs, and particles from the 
body. . 
Some of this soll settles on the floor and 
furniture and can be removed by sweeping 
and dusting, some settles on the wall and 
ceiling, so that they also require frequent 
sweeping and rubbing and periodical paint- 
ing, whitewashing, papering, or other cov« 
ering. 

If this soil be suffered to accumulate in 
rooms it gives them a stuffy, unpleasant 
odor, affords a breeding ground for insects, 
fungi, and bacteria, and is likely to be dif- 
fused through the air when a window is 
opened or furniture moved. 

The inorganic part of the soll in time un- 
dergoes decomposition and has, in a less 
degree, effects like those of sewer gas. 

It is the part of prudence to have furniture 
as plain and smooth of surface as may be. 

There should be no corners and crevices 
from which the dust cannot be dislodged. 

The best walis have a smooth surface from 
which the dust can be readily wiped. 

There should be no projecting cornices near 
the ceiling in which dust can accumulate. 

. Cupboards and cabinets should either 
reach to the ceiling or have smooth tops. 

Needless furniture, being needless, should 
not be admitted to absorb the all too small 
air space which each occupant of any room 
can get. 

Carpets, rugs, curtains, and draperies 
should be uently brushed and shaken. 

Plain wood a vast power of absorbing 
inorganic matters, hence the floors that are 
not carpeted should be stained and varnished 
or covered with linoleum. 

Beds should be of iron instead of wood 
and without heavy canopies. 

Rubbish should not accumulate in any 
quarter of the house.

were not buying wheat. At the close New 
York reported only six loads, while local 
gales were 125,000 bu of No. 2 red at 1½ over 
the December price in store.

GOSSIP ON “CHANGE. ] 


The corn pit felt the absence of Comstock _ 
yesterday, who, for a long time past, has 
been one of the best friends of the grain 
whenever a disposition appeared on the part 


of other traders to pound the market. Brok- 
ers believed to be acting for Cudahy and 


Wells hammered the price persistently yes- 


terday and made the closing prices only the 


smallest fraction better than the low points 
of the day. While the government report 
indicates a crop of 2,178,000,000 bu, the fig- 
ures in themselves, large as they are, were 
not decidedly bearish because many of the 
best judges of the corn crop have placed 
the total at even higher figures. But there 
has been a disposition in all directions to cut 
down estimates since the first frost and be- 
eause of reports which have come in from 
farmers since that time. W. P. Anderson 
had a letter yesterday from northwestern 
Iowa, written by a man in whose judgment 
he places great confidence. This man says 
the corn crop in his section was safe long 
ago and that, while the late planted was re- 
tarded by bad weather, it was not killed out- | 
right. Its decreased value as compared with 


third. The writer continued: Old corn in 
Iowa is practically all shipped out or fed, 
and Nebraska and Missouri are running 
close. Less old corn by a good deal thana 
year ago this time is in farmers’ hands. The 
quality will likely, with a good winter to 
gather the crop, be considerable better than 
last year. Farmers are not disposed to sell 
or contract new corn, are not in need of 
money, and want to fill their empty cribs. 
Feeders are now offering De for new corn, to 
be delivered right out of the field, November 
and December, and, as this kind of corn 
shrinks from 15 to 18 per cent till April 1 after 
being put in cribs, you can figure that it is 
equal to 40c or better in April after shrink- 
age. Feeders have not been able to con- 
tract much at above e.“ ' 
The government and Jones are only 32,-

I lost all confidence in 
the government report on oats last year, as 
they made it 920,000,000 bu, and, as you 
know we used all the old oats up and the last 
of them went out at the highest price on the 
crop, and I know we have raised a great 
many less oats than last year. In fact, it is 
about the smallest crop Jn the surplus states 
that I ever knew.”

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 


Receipts.of 25,000 Cattle Larger than 
the Trade Needed—Light Run 
of Hogs. 


The opening market day of the week at the 
stockyards brought some slight surprises in 
the way of receipts. On the severe slump 
last week there was nothing in the situation 
that could draw out liberal receipts, but the 
cattle owners seemed determined to unload, 
and sent in about 25,000. This is about what 
the trade is accustomed to expect on Mon- 
days, but was fully 5,000 larger than condi- 
tion of trade actually called for, and the 
market did not show any improvement what- 
ever, although in a few instances sales were 
slightly higher. 

In the hog trade receipts fell down to not 


more than 15,000, which is not a usual Satur- 


day run, and indicates that the country has 
not as yet become panic stricken on the hog 
situation, and refuses to let go on such 
breaks as that of last week. Receipts of 
sheep were about 45,000, and the market 
steady to 180 lower.

AID ‘SHARKS’ 


we 
USUAL METHODS IT IS HELD HELP 
COLLECTION AGENCIES. 


Practice of Holding Back Wages and 
Suspending Worker Who Is Garni- 
med Declared by Pliny B. Smith 
Should Assist Men in Fighting Ex- 
tortion, and That in This Way Evils 
Could Be Checked. 


Chicago, Oct. 9.—[Hditor of The Tribune. 
There has been much public discussion of 
the abuses and oppression practiced by cer- 
tain attorneys and collection agencies in 
combination with certain justices (?), com- 
placent or particeps criminis, of which the 
poor and the helpless have principally been 
the victims. It is, however, a fact that rail- 


road companies and other corporations and 


large employers of labor, consciously or un- 
consciously, by a certain practice codperate 
with these unconscionable instruments of 
wrong and are themselves the principal aids 
which enable these sharks to succeed in the 
infliction of cruel injustice upon many de- 
fenseless persons. 

Among those who systematically so co- 
operate—in most cases it must be said un- 
consciously or unthinkingly—are many prom- 
inent citizens who are leaders in reform and 
who liberally contribute money and effort 
to suppress the abuses which they at the 
same time are unconsciously aiding. 

The practice referred to is that of sus- 
pending from employment or discharging an 
employé whenever an attachment or gar- 
nishment writ in a suit against the employé 
is served upon the employer. With most 
concerns the practice is to suspend the em- 
ployé with the statement that he can return 
to work when he has settled the suit and 
secured the release of his employer from 
the garnishment writ. 


At Mercy of Collection Shark. 


This at once places the employé at the 
mercy of the merciless collection shark, and 
is the condition which the latter knew would 
almost cemainly result. Thus the victim is 
usually compelied to settle upon the terms 
dictated, which are frequently the payment 
of a sum much greater than is due, or even 
where nothing is due, with the costs of the 
suit, in themselves large even when not il- 
legally swelled, Not infrequently an attor- 
ney’s fee is added, for which there is no legal 
sanction. 

It is not generally known that in order to 
secure an attachment the person suing, or 
some one for him, must make an affidavit 
that the person sued has committed or is 
about to commit some act specified in the 
statute which authorizes the issuing of a 
writ of attachment, such as certain acts of 
fraud, that he has or is about to depant from 
the state, etc. Among other things, if the 
plaintiff or some one for him will make affi- 
davit that the defendant is about to conceal 
or otherwise dispose of his property so as to 
hinder and delay his creditors he can secure 
an attachment writ. This affidavit is vague 
and easy to make, and the attorney, or his 
affidavit clerk, makes it. The fact that in 
making the affidavit perjury is committed 
is no deterrent, | 

Course of Garnishee. 

A bond must also be given, with sufficient 
security to indemnify the defendant if the 
attachment is wrongfully sued out. Such 
bond the attorney signs, and the complacent 
justice considers him “* sufficient security.” 
The attachment is then issued and at once 
served upon the employer of the person 
sued. This compels the employer to hold 
any money that may be due the employé un- 
til the result of the suit against the employé 
is determined. If determined against the 
employé, as is almost invariably the case, a 
garnishee writ is then issued against the 
employer, and he is compelled to pay the 
judgment and all the costs if the money in 
his hands belonging to the employé is suffi- 
cient; if not, all the money is paid to apply 
as far as it will go. 

For a number of years I was attorney of a 
railroad company in this city and acquired 
considerable experience with the class of 
business in question. When attachment 
writs against an employé were served on the 
company the man was laid off until he ahould 
settle the case, his pay held back until he 
should present a release from the justice 
issuing the attachment, and the writ was 
sent to the legal department that the com- 
pany’s interests might be protected. Seeing 
that abuses were practiced, an investigation 
was made. It was found that in many, if 
not most, cases the employé sued was a 
common laborer, earning low wages, with 
a family to support. In many cases he 
claimed he owed the party nothing or less 
than was claimed. Sometimes he was in 
debt on account of sickness or injurv and was 
willing to pay something out of his wages 
each month, but could not, without reducing 
his family to destitution, devote the wages 
of an entire month to the payment of the bill. 


- Usually Yield to Extortion. 


Men of this class are ignorant and without 
knowledge to meet a legal difficulty. He 
would consequentliy go to the justice who 
issued the writ and express a desire to settle; 
the justice would send him to the attorney 
who brought the suit. The attorney would 
tell him he must pay the amount claimed, 
which frequently was not due, the fees of the 
justice, sometimes figured at $10 or more, 
and an attorney’s fee, the latter demand 
being illegal and an extortion. The poor 
victim, having absolutely no means of pro- 
tection, and knowing he could have no work 
until he complied, would submit to the extor- 
tion and give am order on the company for 
the amount, if so much was owing him, and 
thus secure the release which would restore 
his job. The collection shark, knowing the 
regular pay day of the company, would usual 


ty cause the writ to beserved the day before, 


and thus tie up the wages of a month and ten 
days at a moment when the man and his 
family needed the money to pay the monthly 
bills, and thus secure another month's credit, 
or to pay for daily necessities if they had no 
credit. Frequently halt, or een the whole, 
of the monthly wages would be thus ab- 
sorbed. In some instances as high as $20, 
half the monthly wages of a laborer, would be 
extorted where the original demand was less 
than $5, and even thie in some case not o.

| Easy to Stop Abuse. : 

lievi that the company owed its em- 
measure of protection I decided 
to stop the abuse. The paymaster was first 
directed to hold back only enough to cover 
the claim and legal costs, if the claim should 
be sustained. The balance was paid over to 
the employé, instead of holding an entire 
month’s pay to cover a claim of a few dollars, 
and the man was continued at work. Some 
one was sent to the office of the justice at the 
time the case was set for trial, and as the 
affidavit for attachment was always false the 
attachment was dissolved, throwing the costs 
of the attachment, the Bron part of the 
costs of the suit, upon party suing. If 
the claim was unjust it was contested and 
frequently defeated. Under this method no

The extent to which the practice described 
worked to the success of the collection 
sharks was shown by the remark of one of 
them, that with any other railroad than this 
one whenever an attachment writ was served 
on the railroad company they considered it 
as good as having the money in their pockets. 
If employers would adopt the course of pro- 
tecting their employés which I have out- 
lined a large portion of the abuses oom- 
plained of would be abolished. a 

Case of Additional Duty. 

The employer would have an additional 
duty to perform where the employé is sued 
before a so-called country justice, many of 
whom have places of execution in the coun- 
try while their nets are spread in the city. 
It is useless in such case to attempt to defend 
the case before the justice, as, if the de- 
fendant should appear, the case would be 
dismissed or continued until in his absence 
judgment could be rendered by default. 

The only method to pursue in such case is to 
allow judgment to be taken and then appeal 
the case. This involves advancing costs and 
furnishing an appeal bond. The costs can in 
most cases be advanced out of the wages due, 
and as the employé is in nearty’all cases un- 
able to furnish a bond, a further fact which 
helps to fasten him in the talons of the

The national board of fire underwriters has is- 
sued a set of rules and requirements for the con- 
struction, installation, and use of acetylene gas 
machines and for the storage of ealcium carbide 
The use of liquid acetylene or gas generated there- 
from is absolutely prohibited.

Only one natural gas company is now supplying 
Indianapolis, and it has given notice that the 
service will not continue through the winter. This 
will reduce the number of fires due to overheated 
furnaces, caused by increased pressure as other 
consumption diminishes, but in another 
hazard due to the fact that most of the buildings 
erected in the natural gas belt in the last ten years 
have flues constructed for natural gas.

the pulse of business recognize indications of com- 
ing trouble. They urge the exercise of prudence 
and cool headed judgment on the part of company 
managers lest recklessness begotten of brief pros- 
perity produce disaster. One manager says: 

** Experience has shown that the average rate 
of the country rises and falls in succeeding waves 
with substantial regularity. From the trough of 
these waves we rise to the apex, and then grad- 
ually descend. For a considerable period prior, 
say, to last June, the average rate of most com- 
panies showed an increase each month over the 
corresponding month of the previous year. About 
June 1 the average rate wave’ was at its height, 
while since that date each month has shown a 
decline. The average rate has begun te fall, and 
the extent to which it may descend is a tter 
fraught with much interest, not to say hazard, to 
many tn the insurance business. 

‘While the fact that business is now on the 
down grade may discourage the formation of new 
companies, company officials should remember it 
is not well for the crew of a train to keep steam 
on and brakes off at the commencement of a 
declivity.

TRADERS’ LIFE IS ENJOINED. 
State Superintendent of Tllinois Secures 


Writ in Sangamon County Circuit

Second 
Vice President and General Counsel Robert 
Mather will also make his headquarters in 
New York hereafter. 


Official Circular Issued. 
The official circular announcing these 


. is appointed third vice 
president of the Chicago, Rock Island and 
Pacific, Choctaw, Oklahoma and Gulf, and 
St. Louis, Kansas City and Colorado rail- 
roads, with headquarters at Chicago, effec-

“The offices of the first and second vice 
presidents will be moved to New York City, 
and the third vice president will be chief ex- 
ecutive officer of these companies in the west,

No successor to General Manager Good- 
now will be appointed for the present, and a 
clroular issued by Fourth Vice President 
John F. Stevens asks that until further no- 
tice all correspondence and matters hereto- 
fore referred to General Manager Goodnow 
be addressed to him. 

In addition to being third vice president and 
chief executive officer of the Rock Island

Mr. Winchell's appointment is a recogni- 
tion of the passenger branch of the railway 
service, as this is the first time in many years 
that a man has been taken from the passen- 
ger branch by a western road and placed in 
an executive position of euch magnitude. 
For years Mr. Winchell has been identified 
with the passenger departments of western 
roads. He was connected with the Frisco 
system when it was controlled by the Santa 
Fé. Later he assumed a similar position with 
the Colorado and Southern under President 
Frank Trumbull. He then returned to the 
‘Frisco as vice president and general man- 
ager, which position he still holds. 


Wisconsin Central Report. 


The annual. report of the Wisconsin Cen- 
tral, to be submitted to the meeting of the 
stockholders in Milwaukee today, shows that 
during the fiscal year ended June 80 there 
was an increase in earnings on general 
freight of $564,295, while the earnings on 
fron ore decreased $48,694. Passenger earn- 
ings increased $92,210 and mail, express, and 
miscellaneous earnings increased $2,581. 
The increase in net earnings amounts to 


$287, 772. 

That the Increase in ore earnings of $110,- 
569 for the previous year was followed by a 
decrease of $48,694 this year is explained 
as due to the sluggishness of the iron mar- 
ket. The prospects for the new year are 
not considered bright, The increase in gen- 
eral freight earnings, however, is satisfac- 
tory, but the report says it cannot be expect- 
ed thet the increases of the last two years 
can be maintained. It is hoped that the 
results for the current fiscal year will be 
fully equal to those of last year. Crop pros- 
pects in the territory tributary to the com- 
pany’s lines are fair. 

The improvement work projected has 
been restricted by the scarcity of labor,” 
gays the report. “Among the important 
improvement works undertaken during the 
year was the rebuilding of the ore dock at 
Ashland. The new dock is much larger than 
the old one which was destroyed by fire in 
1892. The estimated cost of the new dock is 


$850, 000.

This system with its 
thousands of victims has been the cause of 
much of the crime among black people

oners are farmed out under the control of 
private corporations—sold to the highest bid- 
der. The motive of both state and lessee is 
not morals but money; not reformation but 
exploitation of criminale for gain. 

One warden of a state penitemiary pro- 
tests in his report that ‘under the present 
law and custom the pemitentiary is the school 
cf crime, instead of being a reformatory in- 
stitution. Of the fifty boys under 18, nine- 
tonthe of them leave prison much worte than 
when they came in.’ 

“There is in these convict camps no or- 
ganized reformasory effort. Reform does not 
enter Into the system. The aim of the state 
is not the moral reformation of her criminal 
classes, but the care of them without * — 
and even the reduction of taxes through the 
sale of criminale. 

“The outcome of the careful investigation 
of the convict lease system on the part of the 


governor of Georgia was a revelation of in- 
= ity, barbarity, and shameless immor- 
ality 


“In a period of two years over 1,100 of 
these convicts escaped from southern prisons. 
‘Lhink of 1,100 thieves, murderers, thugs at 
large—lawiless men roaming about in deflance 
of all law and order. From such criminals 
what wonder if there have come forth hun- 
dreds of moral monsters. The south should 
reform its present system, and thus stop the 
education of criminals. 

Over against the outcome of these schools 
of crime is the fact that of all the thousands 
of graduates from the Christian schools 
maintained by the benevolemoe of the north 
and south, not one graduate has ever been 
even accused of the crime against the sacred- 
ness of womanhood."’ 


ILLINOIS AFRO-AMERICANS 
HIT BOOKER WASHINGTON. 


Colored Leader Is Denounced for Lea v- 
ing Position es Educator to Aid

“I coulé feed the prisoners for less if 
necessary, but I think the prisoners easily 
could eat 19 cents’ worth of food each day.” 

The daily fare, it is said, will be in accord- 
ance with the menu recently published in 
THe TRIBUNE, and will include bread. pota- 
toes, boiled meat, baked beans. and “ duf-
